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Tradition.

Traditions  of  all  kinds  are  unreliable. 
Rome  people  very  readily  admit  and  stren-  * 
uously  insist  that  traditions  in  general  an-  b 
untrustworthy,  hut  yet  claim  that  some  cer- 
tain claw,  or  classes  of  traditions  are  per-  t 
feetly  reliable  and  true.  And  if  written.  1 
contemporary  history  happens  to  disagree  t 
with  their  pet  tradition  then  ihe  history  is  t 
false,  even  if  history  happens  to  be  found  ‘ 
in  God’s  Word.  Such  persons  an*  incon- 
sistent, unreasonable,  full  of  prejudice  and  t 
ignorant.  But  an  old  proverb  says, 
“Where  ignorance  is  bliss  'tis  folly  to  be 
wise,”  and  they  seem  to  be  wonderfully 
pleased  with  their  dearly  loved  ignorance.  1 
The  same  cause  which  make  one  tradition 
unreliable  operate  to  make  all  other  tra- 
ditions unreliable. 

I jet  us  trace  out  the  process  by  which 
stories  preserved  by  tradition  only,  become 
falsehoods.  A tells  an  interesting  story 
of  his  own  personal  experience  and  tells 
it  truthfully.  B.  hears  his  story  and  ad- 
mires it  very  much  and  wisnes  to  tell  it  in 
another  company.  But  he  has  forgotten 
a small  part  of  it . The  lack  of  the  for- 
gotten part  mars  and  weakens  the  whole 
story.  Every  story  teller  wishes  his  sto- 
ries to  be  interesting  and  effective.  With 
the  forgotten  part  the  story  was  a good 
one.  Without  it.  the  story  t*  ruined.  So 
he  draws  on  his  imagination  to  supply  what 
his  memory  has  lost  and  prompted  by  the 
strong  desire  to  make  it  interesting,  his  im- 
agination  supplies  more  thnn  the  memory 
had  lost.  The  story  is  changed  some,  per- 
haps not  very  much,  yet  it  « changed . 0. 

hears  his  father  B.  tell  the  chang.nl  story 
and  forgets  that  it  was  A.  who  Rad  the 
experience  and  some  other  parts  of  it.  So 
he  concludes  that  B.  had  The  experience, 
and  so  tells  it  and  supplies  to  lost  links  in 
the  tale  according  to  his  fancy.  Thus  the 
changing  goes  on  until  H.,  who  belongs  to 
the  sixth  generation,  tells  the  st.iry.  By 
that  time  every  word  of  the  original  story 
is  lost  and  a new  one  four  times  as  long  ami 
ten  times  as  marvelous  has  taken  its  place. 
And  yet  each  man  would  say  he  did  not 
make  it.  he  heard  it.  That  is  tradition. 

In  the  same  way  all  traditions  of  every 
class  are  corrupted  and  became  false,  ex- 
cept what  ia  wilfully  and  intentionally 
manufactured. 

Probably  more  than  fifty  years  ago  /P 
heard  a story  of  Elder  John  P.  Martin, 
grand  father  of  T.  T.  Martin,  about  as  fol- 
lows: He  met  a drunk  man  on  the  street 
of  a village  who  aaeeosted  him  very  ef- 
fusively and  anong  other  drunken  nonsense 
Raid  that  Martin  was  the  man  who  convert- 
ed him.  Martin  replied.  -Yes,  you  look 
just  about  like  some  of  my  work.  If  the 
Ijord  had  converted  you.  you  would  not 
have  been  in  the  fix  you  are.  ” Since  then 
I have  seen  the  same  story  two  or  three 
times  in  print  and  always  with  some  >ther 
name  in  the  place  of  Martin  s and  never 
twice  the  same  name.  Now  whether  such  an 
event  ever  occurred  to  anybody  or  not  1 
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don’t  know.  But  it  shows  how  tales  that 
are  written  can  be  twisted  out  of  shape 
when  their  form  de|*enda  upon  being  tra- 
ditionally kept. 

About  fifty  yeaw  ago  I read  a thrilling 
story  of  a little  child  being  saved  from 
being  trampled  to  death  by  a Oosnark^  dur- 
ing a review  of  the  Russian  t'osaack  ('aval- 
ry.  by  the  emperor  and  empress  of  Russia. 
T.iday  I read  exactly  the  same  story  only 
this  time  it  was  an  Austrian  hussar  and  the 
review  was  of  Austrian  Cavalry  before  the 
emperor  and  empress  of  that  country. 
Did  one  of  these  writers  wilfully  misstate 
the  story!  I thing  not.  Most  probably- 
the  last  one  had  iead  it,  and  had.  as  I have, 
lost  the  printed  story  and  honestly  rewrote 
it  from  memory,  and  th«i  changes  arise 
from  forgetfulness. 

A fair  and  just  rule  is  that  as  any 
tradition  grows  older  it  grows  less  reliable. 
Then  there  is  now  and  always  has  been, 
in  every  walk  of  life,  that  class  of  people 
whom  our  Saviour  addressed  when  he  said, 
“Ye  are  of  your  father  the  devil,  and  the 
lusts  of  your  father  ye  will  do.  He  wjn 
c murderer  from  the  beginning  and  abode 
not  in  the  truth,  because  there  was  no 
truth  in  him.  Whep  he  speaketh  a lie  he 
speaketh  of  his  own,  for  he  is  a liar  and 
the  father  of  it.”  Tradition  must  of  ne- 
cessity pass  through  such  persons  as  Jem 
here  speaks  of,  and  only  a fool,  or  the 
most  prejudiced  of  mankind,  could  imagine 
that  it  could  pa*s  through  them  without 
being  distorted  and  misstated. 

Even  printed  documents  «re  misquoted 
and  falsified.  When  the  almost  certainty 
of  detection  and  exposure  will  not  restrain 
men  from  misquoting  anti  wilful  falsifying 
of  printed  documents  what  can  be  expected 
from  them  in  mutters  depending  on  mere 
■ oral  tradition.  I Sras  once  asked,  by  s 
i church  member  who  could  read,  and  had  a 
Bible,  where  in  the  Bible  was  it  said  that, 
i “Every  tub  should  stand  on  its  own  bot- 
• tom.”  »<*  re«dly  thought  it  was  then*. 
» Why!  He  had  been  told  so — tradition, 
r Then  what  is  tradition  wortn  as  authority! 
r The  only  sensible  answer  is:  Just  noth- 
1 ing.

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Destruction  of  an  Ideal 


“If  fate  forbears  us.  fancy  strikes 
blow ; 

We  make  misfortune,  suicides  in  woe.' 


Every  individual  and  every  nation  has  or 
ought  to  have  an  ideal.  Tile  height  of  ns 
cent  to  which  the  individual  or  nation  may 
attain  depends  upon  the  ideal  cherished. 

Just  as  the  child  at  play  consumes  its 
time  in  endless  imitations,  »nd  in  striving 
to  realize  ita  little  ideal,  so  does  the  grown 
up  child  or  the  group  of  children  contin- 
ually play  at  the  endless  imitation  of  the 
ideal  which  their  intellectual  visions  have 
framed  and  set  before  them . 

Whether  he  will  or  no,  every  individua* 
irresistibly  keeps  before  him  some  ideal  of 
life  and  the  cardinal  virtues  thereof.  The 
value  of  these  ideals  and  cardinal  virtues 
may  be  high  or  low  according  to  under- 
standing. training,  and  the  length  of  time 
exercised  in  thought  and  conduct. 

There  may  be  a very  “wide  interval  be- 
tween practical  and  ideal  excellence.” 
This  state  of  life  is  noticed  in  people,  who, 
by  nature  or  otherwise,  are  willing  to  sac- 
rifice all  the  bettor  qualities  of  their  be- 
ing to  “the  lust  of  lnerc,”  or  to  satiate  all 
the  cries  of  the  “carnal  stings.”  This  i* 
destruction  of  an  ideal.  Can  such  a one 
be  trusted  in  the  ordinary  affairs  of  lifet 
Or  can  he  be  treated  but  a*  one  whose 
honesty  consists  only  in  his  incapacity  of 
being  otherwise  1 

Again,  there  may  be  a “mental  concep- 
tion of  what  is  most  desirable,”  but 
through  cowardice  or  laziness,  the  neces- 
sary effort  to  attain  to  such  conception  ia 
never  put  forth . In  such  case,  the  soul, 
capable  and  strong,  becomes  dwarfed  and 
passes  off  the  stage  of  life,  without  hav- 
ing done  anybody  either  harm  or  good. 
Such  failure  is  guilty  of  destruction  of  an 
ideal . 

The  mental  conception  of  true  business 
principles  may  be  ever  so  ctear  in  an  indi- 
vidual’s mind,  hut  a desire  of  power  guar- 
anteed through  the  channels  of  wealth  may 
so  befog  his  vision  that  his  ideal  will  dis- 
appear and.  Standard-Oil-likc,  crush  the 
millions  in  order  to  endow  the  individual. 
It  is  not  extravagant  to  say  that  such  a 
man  is  held  strictly  accountable  for  the  de- 
struction of  his  ideal  and  that  what  he 
gains  in  coin,  he  loses  in  character,  for  the 
more  lofty  the  ideal  submitted  to  his  power, 
the  more  answerable  is  he  tor  mismanage- 
ment. 

Environment  has  much  to  do  with  one’s 
standards.  Two  sisters  occupied  adjoin- 
ing rooms.  In  the  one  was  the  picture  of 
Joan  of  Arc,  and  in  the  other  that  of  Char- 
lotte Corday.  These  pictures  were  so 
hung  in  their  rooms  that  they  were  the  first 
objects  seen  by  the  girls.  • aspect ively,  on 
awaking  in  the  morning.

Look  the  sneaker  square 
in  the  face  as  much  as  possible,  praying  all 
the  time  that  God  may  use  him  to  feed 
yonr  soul  and  make  yon  to  eheerfnlly  ap- 
propriate what  will  be  helpful  to  you.  De- 
sire sincerelv  the  essence  of  the  tenth  you 
• need . 

"Come  and  sec”  bv  believing  in  him  and 
his  doctrines.  Believe  because  von  know 
it  is  so  that,  von  are  a sinner  without  hone. 

Then  flv  to  him  for  refuge  for  yonr  sonl. 
believin'*  him  to  be  yonr  onlv  hope.  TTe 
will  receive  all  who  come  to  him  tmlv  seek- 
ing salvation.  Yon  mnst  accept  him  un- 
conditionally surrendering  all  for  his  glory 
and  consecrating  yonrself  unreservedly  to 
him .

The  Prayer-Life  of  Jesus. 

The  life  of  Jesus  had  many  marked  char 
aeteriatica,  but  nothing  is  ®pro  marked 
than  his  prayerfulness..  He  was  undoubt- 
edly a man*  of  prayer.  Hia  praying  is 
mentioned  by  each  of  the  four  evangelists 
and  we  find  that  the  words  “prayer”  and 
“pray”  are  used  at  least  twenty-five  timea 
in  connection  with  nim. 

Tn  studying  the  prayer-life  of  onr  dear 
Lord  we  find  that  he  always  prayed  be- 
fore every  important  crisis  in  nis  life. 
Luke  tells  ns  that  He  prayed  when  He  was 
baptized — thus  preparing  Himself  for  nis 
public  ministry  through  prayer 
11a  (1 :35,38)  that  he  arose  * 
fore  day  and  went  into  a 
prayed,  thus  preparing 

evangelistic  tonr.  I 

that  before  choosing  His  twelve  apostles 
ne  spent  a whole  night  in  prayer.  Before 
announcing  to  the  twelve  disciples  His  ap- 
proaching death  He  spent  a season  in 
prayer.  We  sec  from  this  that  Jesus  pre- 
pared for  the  important  events  of  life  bv 
special  seasons  of  prayer.  Brethren,  it  is 
much  easier  for  you  and  me  to  pray  before 
some  event  in  onr  life  than  it  is  to  nray 
after  something  of  importance  has  been 
achieved . 

Jesus  praved  before — dnring 
the  great  achievements  of  His  life,  but  we 
sometimes  forget  tbc  after  prayer  of  thank- 
fulness— we  are  often  either  puffed  np  or 
exhausted  by  them  and  wc  stop  too  soon. 

How  many  of  us  get  too  bnsy  to  pravf

brary singing  "When  T can  -end  mv  titles 
clear.”  and  wonld  not  com-*  back  nntil  12 
— at  first  T did  not  know  what  be  was  do- 
?n«».  but  T learned  that  he  went  into  an- 
other room  and  snont  at  least  two  hours 
eommnning  with  God  and  then  wonld  we.*p 
because  he  did  not  nrav  more.  Oh.  bow 
mv  poor,  indifferent  and  cold  heart  bled 
as  T thought  of  mv  lack  along  this  line — T 
said  "Ob.  God.  teach  me  to  prav— not  how 
to  prav.  but  teach  me  to  l«ee  prayer  snd 
teach  me  the  habit  of  praver.” 

We  learn  too  that  Jesus  prayed  for  His 
friends — well  this  is  easv  to  do — we  all  love 
to  pray  for  those  we  love  and  for  those 
who  love  ns — but  He  further; — on  the  cross 
bear  Him  praying  again — " 
them”— Oh.  how  bard  it  is  sometimes  to 
prav  for  your  enemies — bnt  Jesus  set  the 
blessed  example  and  we  ought  to  follow 
Him.  T have  had  sad  experiences  since 
mv  surrender  to  God  that  never  came  mv 


Doubtless  those  children  were  old  enough

And  whatever  i*  done  to 
God’*  people  becanse  they  are  hia  people 
and  stand  for  righteousness  is  done  to  him 
and  a reckoning  day  will  come 

2 That  those  children  of  Bethel  doubt 
less  refWted  the  feeling*  and  sentiment*  of 
their  parent*  towards  God’s  prophet  and 
werf\influenccd  thereby  to  treat  F.lishs  a* 
they  did.  Children  reflect  the  sentiment* 
of  their  parents  toward*  others  whether 
those  feelings  be  kind  or  unkind.  This 
is  observable  in  the  conduct  of  children 
toward*  miniater*  of  the  gospel,  ministers 
sometimes  learn  through  the  conduct  if 
children  what  their  parent*  think  of  them 
A minister’s  influence  upon  the  attitude  of 
their  parent*  toward*  him.  Tf  parent* 
speak  unkindly  or  criticise  their  minister 
in  presence  of  their  children  they  hloek  the 
wav  of  hi*  helpfulness  of  them.  He  ran 
not  lead  those  children  to  ibrist.  ami  if 
thev  die  in  their  sins  how  great  the  respon- 
sibility of  those  parent*.  The  influence  of 
the  parent*  of  those  children  of  Bethel 
turned  them  against  the  prophet  of  Ood 
and  resulted  in  the  violent  Heath  of  forty- 
two  of  them.  Dear  parent*,  do  not  speak 
unkindly  nor  criticise  yonr  minister  in  pres- 
ence of  yonr  children,  even  though  yon  mar 
think  yon  have  cause  to  do  *0  Eternal 
consequence*  may  hinge  npon  it.

No  man  can  study 
the  movement  of  modern  civilization  from 
an  impartial  standpoint  and  not  realize  that 
Christianity  and  the  spread  of  Christianity 
are  the  only  basis  for  hope  01*  modem  civ- 
ilization in  the  grdwth  of  popular  self- 
government.  'The  spirit  of  Christianity 
is  pure  democracy.  It  is  the  equality  of 
4man  before  God,  it  is  the  equality  of  man 
before  the  law.  which  is.  as  I understand 
it.  the  most  God-like  manifestation  that  man 
has  been  able  to  make. 

“I  speak  not  of  foreign  missions  from  a 
purely  religions  standpoint.  That  has  been 
and  will  be  done*  I speak  of  them  from 
the  standpoint  of  political  government  ad- 
vancement. the  advancement  of  modem  civ- 
ilization and  I think  I have  had  some  op- 
portunity to  know  how  dependent  we  are 
on  the  spread  of  Christianity  for  any  hope 
we  may  have  of  uplifting  the  people  whom 
providence  has  thrust  upon  us  for  our 
guidance.

Dr.  Vf.  Kurmtz  has  made 
Homd  investigations,  reported  in 
Atygem.  Zeitaehrift  fur  Psychi- 
atric, 'extending  over  two  and 
one-half  years,  in  the  clinic  for 
nuk’tal  dis*\s<w  in  Konigsberg 
concerning  the  history  of  pa- 
tients who  have  attempted  sui- 
cide. Among  57  such  patients 
there  were  20  wno  were  pro- 
nounced alcoholics  and  who  had 
been  led  to  attempt  to  take  their 
liven,  not  from  premeditation 
but  ns  an  outcome  of  the  halluci- 
nations characterise1  of  their  dia 
ease.  Nineteen  of  these  cases 
were  chronic  drinkers,  one  was 
.an  occasional  drinker. 

Dr.  Kurbitz  urges  the  erection 
of  a national  asylum  where  such 
patients  can  be  committed  and 
detained  for  at  least  one  year. 
Where  th*iy  are  held  for  but  a 
short  time  and  allowed  to  go, 
they  return  to  their  old  ways  and 
soon  their  own  lives  or  those  of 
others  an-  in  jeopardy  again.
